Uncle Sam will call on and leave his 


card for every man, woman and child 
resident in the United States on tho first 
of June, 1900, babies of a day old includ- 
ed. The paper for more than 100,000,000 
of these cards is now being made in half 
a dozen paper mills in the country. The 
name, age, residence and eex of eacaono 
ot these persons will be written on each 
one of these cards, and they will be pre- 
served and recorded in the archives of 
the nation. 


Thus the country is preparing to com- 


plete its count of itself for the first cen- 
tury of its existence. Superintendent 
Merriam is now preparing 
for this 


grand round up, which will be made in 
June, it will be the census of a century 
and the biggest thing of the kind ever 
attempted in the history of the world. 


Just one hundred and ten years ago 


the United States made the Brat regular 
census since the days of the Romans. 
Governor Merriam has only appointed a 
few generals for hie great army of count- 
ers, commentators aud statistical ex- 
perts, and he will go slow at first so that 
ae may make haste at the end, which 
will be the essential business of his work. 
Next week the director will begin the 
selection of his personal staff. He will 
boss the whole job without interference. 
His bills, which will aggregate many 
millions of dollar, will be audited by the 
Treasury Department, but not even the 
President haa the power to regulate him 
in the direction of the great count* Mr. 
Wines baa already bean selected as his 
assistant and Professor Henry Gannet, 
of Washington, will be the stenographer. 
The other administrative ami statistical 
cfliceru will be selected within u short 
time. The amount of work to be per- 
formed is something appalling to con- 
template. The census of 17DO-the first 
ever made by the United States—cost 
£44,374. That of the last decade, which 
was not completed t'orsix years.eual {11,- 
350,000. The census of 1700 w»s a mere 
count of the inhabitants. Tivo years 
were consumed iu the work. Governor 
Merriam will probably spend .Jl.0,000,000, 
but the expectation is that the work will 
be done and the full results published 
and out of tbe way by tbe close of 1902. 


Tha enumerating work of tbe census 


of 1000—the first of the new century— 


; hud wronged him in a real estate trans- 
' action. 


But it Mr. Kennedy was tbe father 


of the present census system, us he un- 
doubtedly was, it was General Francis 
A. Walker who brought it to the system 
which resulted in the great census of 
1S80, which was the basis, also, of the 
ceusua of 1890, made by ll.jbei'i, P. Por- 
ter under the supervision of Carrol D 
Wright. General Walker wa-i appoint- 
ed superintendent of the census of 1S70, 
and was continued in Uies-iina place un- 
til the completion of the census of 1880 
He inaugurated the system of treating 
special subjects. General Wa'ker com 
pleted the enumeration, of Llia inhabi- 
tants in a month from the bsgiauiu!» 
of the count. The count cansum.id nine 
months in 1790. The count of tha cen- 
sus of 1850 was not completed for two 
years. The census of isfli) was ati e;r- 
asperatiugly alow affiir 
O-.ingrtm was 


very dilatory in passing tbe aeas-mry 
legislation, and Iljbsrt P. Porter UH 
superintendent, wasnoi fully a,ut:iu:-;x-j 1 
to go ahead until Febniaiy of tn.u year. 
The whole work was not completi'ly 
disposed of until about three years a^o. 
With the irritations and dissiUisriiuiinii 
of that performance as a sthmiUiic, ti,,. 
late Congress took the matte- up vigor- 
ously, and now we are promised a ap'-edy 
and complete report. 
In 1S90 more than

THE QUAY TRIAL. 


Nothing of a sensational caaraete 


developed in the Quay trial during th 
past week, as the time wag largely con 
sumed by the arguments of counsel as 
to the admission in evidence of certai 
books of the People's Bank. 


The prosecution succeeded on Satur 


day in having admitted as evidence thi 
three books found in Cashier Hopkins 
desk after the bank's failure and on th< 
pages of which, the prosecution alleges 
are to be found the evidences of con- 
spiracy between Mr. Quay, the late State 
treasurer. Benjamin J. Haywood, and 
John S. Hopkins, the dead cashier. 


These books are the famous "rec 


book" over which a legal battle has been 
waged, and the others are those known 
as the "black book" and the "blue 
book." In the "red book," it is charged 
by the prosecution, will be found calcu- 
lations by Hopkins of interest on State 
funds, which interest was paid to State 
Treasurer 
Haywood and to Senator 


Quay. The •'blae'-- book" contains re- 
cords and entries pertaining to stock 
transactions alleged to connect Quay 
with Hopkins in using State funds for 
speculation. 
The "fclus book" is said 


to be a record of individual loans made 
by Cashier Hopkins, and it is charged 
will show that Senator Quay was loaned 
money without sufficient security. 


The testimony taken related chiefly to 


the value of these books as records of 
the bank. 


WHEAT MHCES. 


During the last week a considerable 


rise in wheat prices took place, due to 
speculative 
buying, which 
was en- 


couraged by reports of injury to the 
crop, says the Phila. Record. The Gov- 
ernment report made the April 1 condi- 
tion T7.9, against 86.7 at the correspond- 
ing period last year; but some oE the un- 
official expert calculations indicated a 
considerably lower average condition. 
The area in wheat this season, however, 
is about 4,250,000 acres larger than that 
from which the latest crop was har- 
vested, and this increase will go far to 
offset the effect of winterkilling. 
Alter- 


nate freezing and thawing and excessive 
moisture bad caused much damage in 
many localities subsequent to the period 
covered by the reports to tha Federal 
Department of Agriculture. 
It, is c- 


account of this phase of the crop situa 
tion that conservative investigators have

A Movement to Make Philadelphia the 


Capitol—The Ballot Heforiu Bill 


ami Other Matter. 


A bill to transfer the seat of the State 


government from Harrisburg to Philadel- 
phia was introduced last Tuesday by Repre- 
sentative David 8. B. Chew, of the latter 
city. It provided (or the removal on Jan- 
uary 1, 1901, on condition that the city of 
Philadelphia shall file with the Governor 
a legal and binding agreement on the part 
of that city to furnish to the State of Penn- 
sylvania the necessary site for the Capitol 
and public buildings. As required by the 
Constitution 
the question 
of removal 


would have to be submitted to the voters 
at the next November election. The bill 
makes it the duty of the Secretary of Com- 
monwealth to have printed upon the offi- 
cial ballot two separate columns, one head- 
ed "for the removal of the Capitol to Phil- 
adelphia" and the other "against removal 
of the Capitol to Philadelphia." 


The new Capitol project was brought up 


in the House on Thursday.

Sauioan Savages. 


Advices from Apia, Samoa, under date 


of April 1, report that a force of American 
and British sailors were treacherously am- 
bushed on a German plantation by 800 in- 
surgents, and in the fight that ensued 
Lieutenant A. H. Freeman, ol the British 
cruiser Tauranga, commanding the allied 
broes of the expedition, and Lieutenant 
?hilip V. Landsdale and Ensign John R. 
tfanaghan, of the United States cruiser 
Philadelphia, were killed, and two British 
and two American sailors were also slain. 


The horror of the plot to slay in ambush 


the allied forces was heightened by the 
barbarous mutilation of tbe bodies of the 
killed by the native warriors of Matafa. 
Tbe heads of tbe American and British 
officers who had fallen in the engagement 
were cut off by the inhuman foe, but they 
were subsequently found by priests of the 
French mission and were buried with the 
customary military honors. About fifty 
of the insurgents were slain. 


The arrest of the manager of the Ger- 


man plantation may lead to grave iuter- 
national complications should it be proven 
that the act of ambushing the Anglo- 
American forces was a part ol the German 
scheme to maintain the supremacy of Ma- 
tafa in defiance of Chief Justice Chamber's 
decision sustaining Malietoa's right to the 
throne of the island's kingdom.

Eequeet has been made by a number of 


friends who reside in other States for a 
sketch of the life of our former citizen, 
-Mr. H. D. Lotl, recently deceased, and 
we have secured the following points for 
publication : 


Mr. H. D. Lott was born near Gettys- 


burg, Penua., April 28, 1823, and spent 
his childhood and earlier manhood in hie 
Pennsylvania home. Later he moved to 
Richmond, Va , and spent a number of 
years in business in that city. In 1854 he 
was married to Miss E. J. L. Lott, of 
Georgia, and aoon after their marriage Mr. 
and Mrs. Lott moved to Wilkes county, 
where he had charge of the well-known 
milling interests at Moravian Falls. 


In the year 1850 he moved to Salern, 


^S 
T. C., and took charge of the industry 


now known as Wachovia mills. 
During 


the war he was in the employ of the Con- 
federate Government, being their repre- 
sentative in charge of this work. In 1805 
he gave up his position in connection with 
the mills alluded to above. 


In the year 1SG5 Mr. Lott began busi- 


ness on Main street, Salem, aud very suc- 
cessfully conducted the enterprise for a 
number of years. He continued to carry 
on his atore in Salem for 13 years, and

He died February 11, 1S99, aged 75
